revulsion in national feeling, the 
idea that a Frenchman cannot 
criticise his government is far 
too ridiculous in French eyes to 
be readily accepted. The econo- 
mic difficulties with which suc- 
cessive Governments have 
laboured to tackle, but have been 
unable fully to’ remove, have 
certainly spread the conviction 
that drastic constitutional re- 
form is necessary. Whethor M. 
Doumergue, to attain this end, 
will insist on the President's re- 
course to the only once used 
Power of dissolution under the 
Constitution of 1875, remains to 
be ‘seen.

To him a 
ing expedition at Lenewade 
Bridge on the River Wensum 
was far more important than 
chance meeting with the great 
Mr, Pitt, The fall of the Bastille 
reached’ the Parson ten days 
after it happened. He was 
temporarily away from Norfolk

hardly interrupted contemplation 
over the gastronomical transac- 
tion, “A very great rebellion in 
France” is ail that the diarist 
bothers to record. ‘The purchase 
of that four-pound crab for a 
shilling was the real event fora 
country sporting parson who 
believed fully in good trencher- 
to imagine that 
hie regarded rebellions as affairs 
which wereamainly to be found 
in the outlandish Continent, 


Here in Shanghai it is. pos- 
sible to discern the same spirit 
at work, Commentators delight 
in making flesh creep.

Gatton, for 850 years, with 


three voters, sent a member to 
Parliament.’ The Reform Act 
terminated this privilege, but it 
may be doubted whether East 
Anglia was prepared to believe 
that any particular benefit had 
been thus conferred by the 
wisdom of the gentlemen in 
London. East Anglia, in fact, 
has a funny way of being what 
its name implies—the England of 
the English. It does not trouble

Day. It may fly St. George's flag 
in an absent-minded way, but it 
is quite content to associate 
April 23 with Zeebrugge for East 
‘Anglia knows the sea, holds to 
the sea (which has also a funny 
hebit of running away from one 
part of the East Anglian coast— 
at Yarmouth—and biting chunks 
off it from another—at Lowestoft 
which grimly notes Dunwich’s 
churches under the sea) and 
sends men to the fisheries, the 
navy and the army.

From East Anglian journalism 
evidenea of this loyalty to 
Parson Woodeforde’s traditions 
is clear. Thus there is published 
at Norwich a weekly newspaper, 
the “Journal’—it has, by the 
ingenuity of modern press work 
a different name in different 
localities, but let. one suffice, the 
“Beccles and Bungay Journal.” 
‘Therein two towns well-kiown 























in the printing trade find their 
chroniclers. To the reader of 
the  over-headlined — London 
paper, this East Anglian journal 
has only one link with the world 
of realities—its unblushing 
partisanship in recording the 
achievements of the Norwich 
City football team, now, so the 
experts say, bidding for what is 
known as promotion.

Let the annual review speak 
in discussing one of the chief 
events of the past year:

As Bungay so Beccles. Beecles, 
it should be observed, has lost 
th 


caste. Many years. ‘ago 
diandishments “of: the rail 
prospectors were sternly reject- 
ed by Bungay. Beccles, out of 
a mistaken spirit of rivalry, fell. 
So the main L.N.ER. line from 
London to Norwich passes 
through Beccles. Bungay “has to 
‘be content with being the middle 
point on a branch line, called 
the Waveney .

Beccles having taken this daring 
step, thought it might 
whole hog and so it 
It has probably _twi 
habitants of Bungay in con- 
sequence but the shame of its 
parvent' modernity sometim 
plunges even Beccles into anti 
quarian research. Hence, when 
Bungay talks of its great fire, 
Beccles chimes in with its own 
memory of a disastrous day on 
November 29, 1586—the eve of 
St. Andrew’s Day.

Rule of Eleven 

One of the best known conven-| 
tions is the rule of eleven. Te is 
a very old rule dating buck to 
Whist, and although it is known 
to almost every card player in a 
gereral way, very few take 
advantage of the possibilities this 
useful convention offers them. 

‘This rule is based on the lead 
of the fourth best card from the| 
leader's hand. In other words, the| 
player must hold three cards| 
higher than the one led, and may or| 

‘a5 not hold any lower. This rule 
is applied by subtracting the num-| 
ber of pips on the card led from 
eleven. The difference will show 
the exact number of cards higher 
than the card led, which are  not| 
in leader’s hand.’ Assuming that. 
the card led is a six of a suit, 
subtract six from eleven and. th 
remaining five will be the number 
of cards unaccounted for. If three 
of these happen to be in the dummy 
‘anc tho partner holds two, then 
the declarer will not hold ‘a card 
higher than the six and consequent- 
ly eannot win the trick in his hand, 
Tt will easily -be understood th 
this rule is of the greatest value, 
especially against a no-trump bid.
